Those arc 
of greater value than all our so called 
Political Science and "plumbing" Idea* 
of efficiency." These arc some of the 
ideas which Professor John Mac- 
N'sughton gave to the members of 
fhe Cnssical Club iu his spirited tall 
on the classics of Greese. Koine, and 
Israel. l n his own inimitable mannei 
he kept his hearers in a sort of trance 
This opening meeting of 'he classical 
club was held last night in the Edin- 
burgh CaJe, when Dr. MacXaughtan 
of Toronto University spoke on "The 
0>d World in the Xew' Dr. Mac- 
Xaughton, as one of the later speak- 
ers put it. is a versatile man in every 
way. He was professor of Classics at 
Queens for some years, then cu.me 'o 
McGil'. and from here went to Toronto 
Dr. MacXaughton fpoko of the. de- 
cline in the study of l^ntiii and Grcok 
in our modern world with its Politica' 
Science, its desire for efficiency, and 
all the science which he sums up in 
one satirical word "plumbing." 

He spoke of the good old days at 
Queens "when one man only lectured 
in Political Science, three hours a 
week, and swept out the library be- 
sides". Then he mentioned some if 
the things ire owe to Greece, for «x- 
ample: Xewton's- I<a.w. ef Gravitation 
Euclid's Gcomotry, the I^aw formed by 
"that man who Jumped out of his bath, 
and cried 'Eureka! Eureka!'" Ai il- 
lustrations of the su-bUme thlngi in 
life he quoted dramatically the famour 
speech of Amos on "He who made fhe 
seven stars of Orion.". and 'Mieah's de- 
claration to "00 justly, love mercy, and 
wa'k humbly with thy Ood". and a 
famous passage from Oedipus, it's 
naJ word was to "learn your Grammar 
well!" 

Aft'-rwards. Dr. Ma.cXaughtO11.vr1s 
constrained upon to read a poem writ 
ten 'by Harry or the Arts Huiidlng. 
which was inspired several days ago by 
the sight of Dr MacNaughtbn walking' 
through the hall of the Arts 
Building. He read it with great e/n- 
p basis, and paused several limes to en- 
large upon some of the thoughts in 'ho 
poem. He was heard to say some- 
Uiing about pre-puring to he a door- 
keeper in the house of the Dord thai) 
to dwell in the tabernacles of luxury. 
The "poem is worth repeating here: 
"Professor .-jf Classics, gently adieu! 
May Privldence ever watch ovtii 
you. 

Prolong your hie to teach 'he VUuif. 
Classics, which as Education Is :'1ie 

saving gi ace . . 
Through Che Classics we may live 

in the Past; 
Standardize Education. )5ducat!on 

would deteriorate fast.

After a very ihtieroBtiiig aiid close 
ly-contested debate, the judges docid 
cd that the men hn.d proved them 
selves slightly superior in .their ar 
gni monts to their female opponents, 
and they were awnrilcd tho victory, 
However, it must not bo thought, that

All the .speeches made by the girls 
were of serious nature. They declar-

The fallacious ideas underlying the 
St. Lawrence deep waterways pro- 
oct -was outlined at noon yesterday 
t tîio v/eekly luncheon of the Rational 
Club held at lt s headf|t)9.rters on St. 
Catherine Street West, when the Hon. 
Eugene. Forsey of the Rational 
Party delivered a most lllurtinattnx 
ddress on "The Dtzo Waterways 
Project. — Its SlgniflCince.". 

"Brick of the project Is American 
capital, and back of that capital Is the 
questionable handling that will be 
made of it by many members of tha 
Dominion house," the Hon. -Mr. 
Forsey declared. "Much as I rc. 

ret to reveal the ignoble party 
tactics of the Government I feel, how- 
ever, that it. is rny duty as a member 
of the Rational Party to reveal all 
that lies behind this bill." the speaker 
stated. 

Briefly he trace the history of the 
project and pointed to the terrible 
effect it would have upon eastern in- 
terests. "The Government realizes the 
feeling in the wes: in regard to its 
coal legislation and now wishes 
to cater to the western section of 
Canada at the expense of the east," 
Mr. Forsey said. 

"Xot only is western Canada 
against the atrocious legislation plan- 
ned but the eastern United States are 
also anxious to see the bill fall 
through. With that in view two tried 
experts are coming to tho next ses- 
sion of . Parliament to speak against 
this measure which will in Itself not 
only would wipe out Vancouver as a 
grain exporting center but would also 
prove exceedingly de-.rimental to the 
harbour of Montreal." 

Quoting Henry Ford's interview 
with the Montreal Star in which he 
decared thut 1C it were no- for her port 
Montreal would have no future what- 
ever. Mr. Forsey showed that th'.3 
legislation threatened to eliminate the 
local port and ruin oasteru interests. 

"I understand that the Government 
lehdors have gone West, and that is 
where they should have gone lon=: 
ago." Mr. Forsey concluded, amid 
loud laughter an dprolonged applause. 

Amongst those who sat at th? head 
table were the Right Honorable Bert 
Wells, the Hon. Jack Specter. the 
Hon. Mr. Schwisberg. the Hen. L. 
Kdel. the Hon. Mr. Kelloway and a 
host of other notables. 

In movelng the vote of thanks 
Robert de Wisecrack. who is con- 
testing the seat in the coming election 
In Abitibi, pointed to Mr. Forsey's 
splendid career as a statesman and 
his unstained record in the services of 
the Dominion. The speaker was 
accorded a tretueiidou s ovation at the 
conclusion of the meetlug.

The puxzle is to find the initiative and originality, the expression 
of the constructive instinct wheh should have been called forth 
from tho student; requiring as it does less thinking on the part 
of teachers and little from students, the path of least resistance 
v-:: has been chosen. 

Imagination is the motive power by means of which new 
things are created. The analogy of the airplane illustrates this. 
The invention is the idea; the expression is the design, technique 
and beauty of construction; the imagination is the horsepower 
;; which. xnakos the machine rise in the air; in other words imagina- 
tion- 'is the ability to dare, to take risks successfully. It is seen in 
sport when perhaps one football team suddenly overpowers its 
stronger rival by means of new and daring plays. Fo r similar rea- 
sons, there arise great statesmen. The greatest writers and musi- 
cians controlled their imagination till the hour was rips fo r the 
stroke, and then allowed fancy to soar whithersoever it willed, 
: ; giving the world those moments and works of unearthly beauty. 
I '. It requires imagination to enjoy art as well as to produce it, and 
for that reason thfere is relatively little in America. The response to 
art is play but it is an inventive play. It cannot be looked at or 

listened to; it must be felt.

No more then need be said of the value of productive ima- 
gery. All invention and thinking depends on this powe r of re- 
arranging the old into the new. It is one of the most precious abi- 
lities of humanity, and as such should be fostered by every means 
at our command. Progress in science is largely due to provisional 
is, .constructed by imagination. Our policy of ignoring 
repressing it is suicidal. "One of the greatest dangers of the

In the speak- 
er's opinion religion wrts not the root 
of tho wholo trouble ns Is so often 
statod. Ulster, ununited to agrlcultur 
nl pursuits, progressed rnpluly nlohg 
Industrial lines. While Iho men of tho 
nouth "are not n. commercial people." 

Knowles described the changes 
made In the Umier boundary by the 
Act Of 1K2I. unsatisfactory to both 
pnrtlen, Tho Republicans want all 
Irrtsnd, and the Froo Htnto, though 
realizing that this Is Impossible want 
more of Ulster than they have, while 
the northerners on the other hand 
n,rguo that Ulster should be maintaitn- 
ed as a whole and should not Im« 
counties In 'themselves predominantly 
nationalist. 

The Free 8t«.te. the speaker show 
ed, la anxious for tho Alterations pro- 
mised In 'tho 1321 treaty, hut it Is 
only natural, he pointed out, that Ul- 
ster should want to have all the flax- 
growing counf.y possible and much 
flux is grown In Tyro»e and Ferman- 
agh. Along the boundary line arc cus- 
tom officials, a tariff is established 
and under such conditions there is lt- 
tle hope for economic progress. Nei- 
ther side appears 'to give way, yet 
something must be done. 

"Tho only thing that seems possible 
to be done with any safety." Knowles 
statod In conclusion, "is to persua.Je 
tho two parties to coo' down a little. 
Then get them to cxamJn» the real 
causes of the trouble. They may find 
that the differences they so ardently 
desire to keep are not the main dif- 
ferences at all. Back of communica- 
tion between north und south has 
been overcome. They will find that

Fortunately 
it was loaded with a. blank cartridge, 
no '.here were no casualties in the 
ranks of the Sophomores, but the 
masked enemies were completely 
routed; 

Freshman Goes Before Faculty 

Unfortunately one of the. Cambridge 
conetables ha.pponed to witness the 
scene, so he arrested tho FreHhman 
for attempted manslaughter, with cha 
raeteristio injiisttlco, and 'took him 
before a faculty meeting which was 
thon in progress. From the FreHhman 
the faculty learned of a whole, series 
of outrages. One of the first year 
men had been .led up in a sack, 
ducked five lltius jn the Charles, und 
left lying on the hank of the river, 
K«ili tied in the sack.

The Incarcerated Freshman took 
tho affair as a. joke, but the faculty 
didn't, and the eight Sophomores who 
had rosLsted the authorities wore 
oxpolled without moro ado. Thus 
"persecuted" by the faculty, the se- 
cond year men became heroes In 
the undergraduate eye, and wore 
given a magnificent, aend-olf when 
they lof I. 

An express wagon was secured, 
and eighty pahs of sturdy Sopho- 
more arm M drewlhooight "inmrtyra" 
through Hie streets of Ca.mbrLdgo. 
There were cheers for the men who 
had been expelled and groans for 
the faculty- The Boston paper says 
that "the groans increased remark- 
ably in volume as the procession 
passed tile house of the President." 

The students tried (o get a hall In 
which to hold an indlgnnlUon meeting, 
but. wore provented by action of the 
faculty. They had to conical them- 
selves with sporadic: and useless 
petitions of protest to the College 
Offico and with decorating al) Iho 
trees and . fences about tho yard with 
black çloth.

CHINESE BOV PLAYS WITH SLIDE 
KULES. 

Rudolf H. Ernst, prlfessor of En- 
glish, at Columbia University, vouchee 
for tlio following: 

A few years ago a young Chino.se 
entered a book store l n Eugene and 
asked for a slide rule. No ordinary 
slide rule would do. he wanted a 
superior article.
